Victor  Marie  Hugo  was  born  oo  the  Jftth  of 
February,  1803,  at  Bcaaotu-on.  lie  was  the 
youngest  of  three  am*,  and  their  father,  Gen 
era)  Hugo,  being  engaged  in  the  varttoia  cam 
pulgns  of  Italy  and  Hpeln  up  to  the  time  of 
Napoleon's  defeat  and  exile,  Modaiue  Hugo  and 
her  children  followed  him  Into  both  countries, 
and  thus  their  early  years  were  spent  amid 
strange  sights  and  scenes,  following  tbs  for¬ 
tunes  of  war.  After  the  fall  of  (be  Kmperor, 
General  Hugo  waa  deprived  of  hi*  rotumatxl. 
atul  be  then  came  to  I'arls  and  placed  hi*  two 
younger  boys  In  a  preparatory  school  In  the  Use 
Halntc  Marguerite,  with  a  view  to  their  entering 
•TEcwl  Polrtechulque"  later  oo.  Here,  In  tb« 
Intervals  of  study,  young  Victor  organised  dr*- 
matir  representation*  among  his  sekoolfellows, 
and  filled  volumes  of  copy-books  with  poetry. 
Within  three  year*  (from  thirteen  to  sfstaen) 
he  had  written  a  collection  of  veree#  cotnprte- 
Inc  odea,  satires,  poem*,  tragedies,  elegies, 
Idyls,  imitations  of  Osaka,  translations  from 
Virgil,  Horace,  Martial  and  other  Latin  writers, 
romances  and  fables,  epigrams,  a  comic  opera, 
an  epic  of  fire  hundred  llae*  called  "The  Del¬ 
uge,”  etc. 

He  baa  always  been  special)*  tender — with 
the  tenderness  of  a  noble  and  manly  nature— 
toward  the  weaker  sex  .  and  at  this  agw  the 
one  woman  In  the  world  for  him  was  hi*  mo¬ 
ther  To  her  he  addreased  some  of  the  most 
delicately  polished  of  his  early  verses;  from  her 
he  derived  the  passionate  royalism  which  to 
his  youth  held  the  place  of  creed  to  him;  from 
her  also,  alas,  be  imbibed  the  spirit  of  antago¬ 
nism  to  Christianity  which,  except  for  one 
brief  moment  in  youth,  has  outlived  (he  rest  of 
his  traditional  creeds.  She  wss  an  ardent  dia- 
clple  of  Voltaire,  and  her  Influence  asserted  It¬ 
self  upon  the  boy*  from  their
